the City, and easements and right-of-way for drainage thereef, and all necessary
and incidental expensés in cennectlon therewith; and,

WHEREAS, it is proper and necessary that the City Council give notice of
its intention to lssue such interest bearing time warrants;

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the City Manager be, and he is hereby authorized, ordered and

instructed te do all things necessary and/or convenient to have published
the notice required by Chapter 163, Acts of the Regular Session of the Forty-
second Législature of Texas, as amended; that said notice shall signify the
. intention of the City Council of said City to issue not exceeding Five Hundred
Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars interest-bearing time warrants, to mature seriallj
the maximom meturity of which shall be net later than ten (105 years from their
date, to bear interest at a rate not to exceed two (2%) per cemt per annum, and
to be payable cut of an ad valorem tax to be levied against the {azable pro-
perty in said City, such time warrants te be issued for the purpose of paying
claims to be imcurred in purchasinmg right-of-way for public sgtreets im the
City of Austin, including right-of-way for expressways and other state highways
within the City, and easements and right-ocf-way for drainage thereof, and all
necessary and incidental expenses in connection therewith.

MR. WALTER BONUGLI, TOO Landon Lane, sppesred before the Council re-
garding a drainage problem in his alleyway. The City Mamager explained this
problem, staténg this was a natural drain in there; and that this situation
has existed for many years. The dltch has prevented any use of the property
as an alley, and it has been suggested that the owners of the abutiing property
petition the City to ckose the alley, and the City could then participate with
the property owners by putting in the pipe with the owners paylng for the pipe.
For the cost of the pipe, the owsmer would have use of the ground. Councilmen
White stated he would like to go out there and see the situastion. The Mayer
suggested that Mr. Bonugli get with the other property owners and see if they
would not go in as suggested.

and operate a drive-in gasecline filling station and te censtruct curbs,
ramps end sidewalks in cenjumctien therewith, subject to the same being
censtructed in compliance with all ordimsnces relating thereto, and further
subject to the foregeiag attached recommendations and plans; and the Building
Inspector is hereby autherized to issue an occupancy permit for the eperation
of this filling statien after full compliance with all the provisions of this

"Dear Sir:

"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Humble Oil and
Refining Cempany for permission to cemstruct, malmtain and operate a drive-in
gasoline filling statien snd to comnstruct commercial driveways im conjunction
therewith upon the property located &n the north side of East 51lst Street and
lying between the Interregional Highway and Cgmeron Road, and which property
fronts 85.75 feet on East 5lst Street, 135 feet on the Interregiomal Highway
and 140 feet om Caméron Road and being known as a part of let 5, block M,
Ridgetop Addition te the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and the property
upen which this filling station is te be located is owned by Miss Lydia Littman
and under lease 1¢ Humble 0il and Refining Company and we hereby advise that
the following conditioms exist.

"The property upon which this filling station is to be located is
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designated as "C" Commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City of
Austin. : . -

"All drainage, natursl or otherwise, from this filling station is to be
disposed of in such & manner that such drainage will not flow acress the
sidewalk ares into the street and furthermore, shall not create a nuisance
to others in the neighborhood and it is understood that the disposal of such
drainage shall be entirely the responsibility of the preperty ownmer. Any
waste connection to a storm sewer which empties into an cpen drainageway
shall be discontinued if the waste becomes & nulsance or damages any preperty
or rights of others in the vicinity of the open dralnageway.

"We recommend that Humble 0il &nd Refining Company be granted permission
to comstruct, maintain and eperate said drive-in gasoline filling station and
to comstruct curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conjunction therewith, sublect
to the follewing cenditions. J

"(1) That all buildipgs and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property lime, correct lines to be obtained before comstruction starts or
equipment is installed. Lines and grades to be obtained from theDepartment
of Public Works for entrances and driveways, building lines to be approved
by the City Building Imspector. Thet the applicant shell confer with the
Department of Public Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters
on the adjacent streets before he staris any comstruction relative to the
filling station.

"(2) That only underground tanks shallbe used and that all pumps shall
be so located that it will be impracticable to service moter vehicles there-
from whikte said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk, sireet
or alley.

"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in cemnec-
tion with the storage and handling of gasoline shell be an approved type and
shall bear the label of Underwriters Laberatories, Inc. and that all construc-
tion of the filling station improvemente shall be in accordance with the
Building Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinence, the Filling Station Ordinance, and
in accordsnce with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water
or oils upon the City Streets.

"(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water
or oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and
that all of saild oils and water shall be concentrated inte a oombined grease
and sand tgap which shall be comstructed in accordance with our standard plan
2 - H - 1k6. .

"(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks and curbs shall be constructed of cencrete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upen the plan hereto attached, which
plan bears the Department of Public Werks file number 2 - H - 140S5.

"(6) Expansion Joints shall be comstructed as shown upon the plan
hereto attached marked 2 - H - 1405 and shall be of the pre-moulded type.
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"(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the
requirements of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for
& finsl inspection and upon approval, the Building Imspecter shall issue a
certification of Operation before such fillimg station can be put into service.

Walker & Sens, the boundary of which is desceribed as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the south west cormer of the above described
property; thence in a westerly direction and at right angles
to the centerline of Guadalupe Street te & peint even with
the east curb line; thence in a northerly direction and
parallel to the centerline of Guadalupe Street 55 feet to a
point; thence in an easterly direction and at right angles
to the center line of Guadalupe Street to the north west
corner of the above described property .

2. THAT the abeve privileges and alleotment of space are granted to the
said Walker & Sens, hereinafter temmed "Centractor”, upon the fellowing express
terms and condlitions:

(1) That the Contragtor shall erect and maintein continuously in good
condition during the use of said space hereby allotited, a substantial walkway
at least 4 feet wide in the clear on the ingide and at least 8 feet high, the
same to be covered solidly on the street side with boards te a height of 4 feet
abeve pavement and on the building side to be covered solidly with boards to a
helght of 8 feet. The top of the walkway shall be covered solidly with boards
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at least 2 inches thick, which shall be supported at intervals sufficienmtly

close to prevent sagglng of the roofing boards. The roof of saild walkway shall
be covered with & roofing material which will prevent leaking ef the roof and
provide a dry walkway &t all times. No weood strips or obstructions ef any kind
shall be permitted along the pavement within the walkway, and at any time im the
opinion of the City Officials it becomes necessary fer any reason te install a
board fleor within the walkway the contractor shall upon notice from the Building
Inspector immediately place such & wood floor and substantially support same to
prevent sagging under lead.

(2) That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept clesed at 21l times when not in use, and
at sll times that such gate is epen, the Contractor shall meintain & person at
this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. Thés gate is
noet to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffie.

(3)  That no vehicles in loading or unleading materisl at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted workimg space.

(4) That "NO PARKING " signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades.

(5) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct amy fire plugs or
other public utilities in the_constrncti@n of such barricades.

(6} That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Centractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(7) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
wallkkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all perieds of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(8) That the Contractor shall remeve all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewslk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on daid sidewalk or street has ceased, such
times to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than Decenber 31, 1955.

(9) That the City reserves the right to vevoke at any time any and
all the privilegés herein granted or te require the erectior or installation
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(10) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall
not be exclusive as against public needs, and the City in making such grant
reserves the right to emnter and occupy any part or all of said space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(11} That any public utility, or public or private preperty disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion ef
the construction work for said building projects, whether dome by the Contractor,
City Forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the Conmtrac-
tors expense.

(12) fThat the Contractor shall furnish the City of a surety bond in the
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gum of $1,000.00, One fhouseni Dollars which shall protect, indemnify and hold
harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person or property
that may accrue to or be prought by any person by reascn of the exercise or
abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin and shall
guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all other public pre-
perty and public utilities disturbed or removed during the construction work
and shall further guarantee the constructien of a walkway and other safeguards
during the occupancy of the space.
